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Salvatore  Camelio  had  been  in  office  as 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council,  AFL-CIO,  for  one  year  when  the 
Eighth  Convention  opened  on  October  5.  He 
had  kept  his  pledge  to  the  people  who  elected 
him.  He  had  strengthened  the  Council, 
solidified  its  ranks,  and  increased  its  prestige. 
The  long  drawn-out  battle  he  had  led  to 
prevent  the  imposition  of  a  sales  tax  on  the 
people  of  Massachusetts  — ■  which  was  at  its 
height  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention  — 
had  focussed  the  limelight  on  his  integrity, 
his  relentless  determination,  and  his  strong 
qualifications  for  leadership. 

The  newspapers,  strongly  supporting  the 
Governor's  sales  tax-income  tax  program, 
had  underplayed  these  qualities  by  featuring 
statements  issued  by  several  pro-sales  tax 
labor  men  who  spoke  either  only  for  them- 
selves or  for  a  handful  of  rank-and-file 
backers.  It  had  been  a  constant  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  daily  press  to  create  the  impres- 
sion that  the  officers  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council  did  not  speak  for  the 
rank  and  file  members. 

A  strong  anti-sales  tax  resolution  was 
placed  before  the  delegates  on  the  first  day  of 
the  Convention.  Delegates  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  resolution  but  none  took  the  floor  in  op- 
position. The  vote  was  960  to  4  to  adopt 
the  resolution  —  a  count  of  approximately 
240  to  1  against  the  sales  tax  among  the 
members  represented  by  the  delegates.  There 
was  no  longer  any  question  even  in  the  minds 
of  newspapermen  that  President  Camelio  was 
the  official  voice  for  the  more  than  600,000 
AFL-CIO  members  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth. 

In  his  address  to  the  Convention,  President 
Camelio  issued  a  stern  warning  to  the 
Democrats  who  have  followed  the  pro-sales 
tax  line.  He  pointed  out  to  them  that  they 
were  departing  from  the  platform  on  which 
they  ran. 

"The  Democratic  platform  which  we  sup- 
ported  includes   an   anti-sales   tax   plank,"   he 
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told  the  delegates.  "Yet,  some  of  the  Demo- 
crats who  endorsed  this  platform  and  were 
actively  supported  by  us  are  now  falling  for 
the  Governor's  unfair  proposals.  They  are 
being  misled  by  propaganda,  a  misleading 
press  and  false  prophets." 

He  then  reasserted  that  labor  would  carry 
out  its  announced  intention  to  become  active 
in  primary  elections.  "We  say  to  those 
Democrats,"  he  said,  "who  feel  smug  about 
their  ability  to  sneak  through  the  primaries 
for  clear  sailing  in  a  solid  Democratic  district 
that  they  will  henceforth  have  to  improve 
their  voting  records  on  important  labor  legis- 
lation and  on  such  vital  issues  as  the  Gov- 
ernor's  income-sales   tax  proposal." 

The  Convention  placed  the  leadership  of 
President  Camelio  in  focus.  Those  who  had 
been  swayed  in  any  way  by  newspaper  distor- 
tions during  the  long  tax  battle  now  had  a 
clear  picture  before  them.  They  knew  that 
regardless  of  the  outcome  on  Beacon  Hill 
organized  labor  would  be  united  in  its 
reaction. 

The  sales  tax  has  been  defeated.  At  this 
writing  the  Democrats  in  both  branches  are 
moving  toward  tax  measures  based  on  ability 
to  pay  and  more  in  accordance  with  the 
graduated  income  tax  principle,  which  labor 
has  constantly  advocated. 

Organized  labor  in  Massachusetts  now 
looks  forward  to  more  successes  on  the  legis- 
lative and  political  fronts  and  to  greater  par- 
ticipation in  civic  affairs  under  his  leadership.

Answering  the  late  President  John  F.  Kennedy's 
inspiring  call  in  1961,  organized  labor  started  its 
march  toward  New  Frontiers  with  strong  con- 
victions that  many  of  its  major  objectives  were  at 
long  last  within  reach.  The  shocking  assassination 
of  President  Kennedy  on  that  infamous  day  in 
November  of  1963  brought  the  whole  country  to 
a  stunned  halt. 

The  stop,  however,  was  of  short  duration.  With 
the  entire  nation  still  mourning,  a  new  President, 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson,  ordered  the  march  resumed  — 
pointing  out  that  the  goals  which  the  martyred 
President  had  placed  within  reach  of  organized  labor 
were  the  most  essential  in  the  building  of  a  Great 
Society. 

Today,  we  can  look  back  on  the  hardships  of  the 
long  trek  and  on  the  goals  already  achieved  with 
great  satisfaction  as  we  note  the  benefits  to  the 
nation. 

President  Johnson  himself,  after  examining  reports 
on  the  national  economy  in  late  October,  summed  up 
the  results  vividly  in  the  following  statement: 

"I  have  just  finished  reviewing  the  reports  on 
our  national  economy  for  the  first  10  month  of  this 
year.  The  reports  show  that  1965  will  be  the  most 
prosperous  year  in  our  history-  = 

"During  these  past  10  months  we  have  achieved 
new  records  in  almost  every  part  of  the  economy. 
Some  of  those  achievements  are: 

— Employment  is  at  an  alltime  high,  and  nearly 
10,000  new  employees  are  being  added  to  our 
payrolls  every  workday. 

— The  layoff  rate  for  factory  workers  is  now  the 
lowest  in  more  than  12  years,  and  production 
workers  on  manufacturing  payrolls  are  averag- 
ing $3.49  more  earnings  each  week  than  they 
were  a  year  ago. 

— Unemployment  has  dropped  below  3  million 
for  the  first  time  in  8  years.  Unemployment 
among  teenagers  is  at  the  lowest  level  in  3 
years,  despite  the  record  numbers  in  which  they 
are  now  entering  the  labor  force. 

— Long-term  unemployment  is  now  below  1  per- 
cent of  the  labor  force,  the  lowest  in  8  years. 

— Increased  wages  over  the  last  10  months  have 
more  than  compensated  for  the  slight  increase 
in  consumer  prices,  making  it  possible  for  the 
American  worker  to  buy  more  with  his  earn- 
ings  today  than   ever   before. 


— Small  business  failures  have  dropped  to  an 
8-year  low.  After-tax  earnings  of  small  manu- 
facturing companies  were  41.7  percent  higher 
in  the  first  6  months  of  1965  than  in  the  same 
period    of    1964. 

— Investment  in  new  plants  and  equipment  has 
risen  11  percent  since  the  end  of  last  year. 

"Between  the  closing  months  of  1964  and  this 
past  September,  the  personal  income  of  Americans 
rose  some  6%  percent.  Farm  income  is  up  some 
16  percent  over  last  year,  and  corporate  profits, 
after  taxes,  are  up  more  than  17  percent. 

"This  month  of  October  marks  the  56th  con- 
secutive month  of  economic  prosperity.  At  no  time 
in  our  history  have  we  enjoyed  such  an  uninter- 
rupted period  of  peacetime  economic  expansion. 
And  during  this  entire  expansion  our  prices  have 
remained  more  stable  than  those  of  any  industrial 
country   in    the   world. 

"There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  pros- 
perity is  going  to  continue.  Automobile  sales,  for 
example,  have  an  important  effect  on  our  whole 
economy  —  and  during  the  first  20  days  of  October, 
automobile  sales  were  the  highest  of  any  20-day 
period  in  history. 

"This  remarkable  record  is  an  outstanding  tribute 
to  our  American  system.  It  shows  that  where 
management  and  labor  and  Government  work 
together,  there  are  no  limits  to  what  they  can 
accomplish. 

"Our  free  enterprise  system  has  produced  the 
greatest  abundance  in  history.  It  is  the  strength 
of  that  economy,  no  less  than  our  military  might, 
which  supports  our  defense  of  freedom  in  Viet-Nam 
and  throughout  the  world. 

"The  magnificent  record  of  that  economy  during 
1965  shows  that  we  are  moving  steadily  toward 
our  ultimate  goal:  the  end  of  want  and  the  be- 
ginning of  opportunity  for  all  who  seek  it."

The  John  F.  Kennedy  Memorial  Scholar- 
ship of  $1,000  became  a  part  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Labor  Council's  Annual 
Scholarship  Program  as  the  result  of  a 
resolution  adopted  at  the  1964  Convention  of 
the  Council.  The  Fund  for  this  Award  would 
be  made  available  through  voluntary  con- 
tributions from  the  affiliates  of  the  Council. 

In  his  Report  to  the  Convention,  Director 
of  Education  &  Research  Francis  E.  Lavigne 
lists  73  affiliated  local  unions  that  contributed 
amounts  ranging  from  $5.00  to  $156.00  to 
provide  the  money  for  the  awarding  of  the 
first  of  these  Scholarships.  He  pointed  out 
that  when  a  fund  of  $25,000  has  been  raised, 
it  will  be  invested  and  that,  even  at  4%, 
it  will  provide  a  permanent  memorial  to  the 
late  President  John  F.  Kennedy  by  providing 
the  money  for  the  $1,000  annual  scholarship 
without  further   solicitation. 

On  the  Scholarship  Award  Program, 
Director  Lavigne  wrote  as  follows : 

"The  Scholarship  Award  Program  of 
1964-1965  in  the  public,  private  and  parochial 
schools  reached  over  10,000  students.  Teach- 
ers in  classes  of  U.  S.  History,  modern 
problems,  current  events,  and  problems  of 
democracy  made  use  of  the  quarter  of  a 
million  labor  pamphlets  made  available  to  the 
high  schools  in  discussions  of  labor's  role  in 


the  development  of  America.  Over  50,000 
brochures  announcing  the  competitive  ex- 
amination were  distributed  in  the  school 
systems  to  reach  the  35,000  senior  students. 
School  superintendents,  school  committeemen, 
public  libraries,  central  labor  bodies,  and 
local  unions  also  assisted  in  broadcasting  the 
program. 

"The  examination  given  on  April  8th  at- 
tracted over  3,500  students  in  247  schools; 
2,700  students  completed  the  examination. 
This  competitive  examination  attracts  a  larger 
number  of  students  than  any  other  scholar- 
ship program  given  in  the  high  schools  across 
the  state.  This  clearly  indicates  the  hunger 
for  interest  in  the  labor  movement  by  the 
school  systems  and  the  teachers  alike.  It  is 
a  program  which  merits  expansion." 

When  the  winners  had  been  selected,  a 
young  senior  from  Lynn  English  High,  Ralph 
Nelson,  had  come  out  in  first  place  and 
earned  the  distinct  honor  of  being  the  first 
winner  of  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Memorial 
Scholarship. 

The  story  was  carried  by  the  Associated 
Press  and  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  White  House.  Shortly  thereafter,  the 
young  student  received  the  following  note 
written  on  White  House  stationery :

^  One  of  the  unforgettable  highlights  of  the 
Eighth  Convention  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Labor  Council  was  the  voice  of  our  Junior 
Senator,  Edward  M.  Kennedy,  coming  loud 
and  clear  from  the  rostrum  via  telephone  from 
Washington  —  telling  the  delegates  assem- 
bled and  the  visitors  in  the  galleries  that  he 
was  doing  everything  in  his  power  to  stop 
the  filibuster  that  prevented  the  Senate  from 
voting  on  repeal  of  Section  14(b)  of  the 
Taft-Hartley  Act.  The  young  Senator  was 
scheduled  to  address  the  Convention  in  person 
on  the  third  day  but  had  decided  that  he 
could  best  serve  the  interests  of  Massachu- 
setts labor  by  staying  in  Washington  while 
the  fight   over  repeal  was  still  on. 

After  his  telephone  message  had  been 
received  and  President  Camelio  had  returned 
the  call  to  thank  him  on  behalf  of  the  Con- 
vention, the  officers  of  the  Council  com- 
mended the  crew  from  New  England  Tel.  & 
Tel.  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  thev 
had  established  the  connection  between  Boston 
and  Washington  to  bring  the  voice  of  the 
Senator  to  the  Convention  at  exactly  the  hour 
prescribed. 

Last  year,  Senator  Kennedy  was  re-elected 
by  a  more  than  one  and  a  quarter  million 
plurality  even  though  he  was  unable  to  hit 
the  campaign  trail  due  to  confinement  in  a 
hospital  after  a  serious  plane  accident.  Even 
though  he  was  still  hampered  by  a  brace  as 
a  result  of  his  back  injury,  he  resumed  his 
work  in  Washington  with  the  same  vigor  and 
the  same  determination  as  in  his  first  two 
years  in  office.  He  continued  to  fight  in  the 
forefront  on  all  legislation  afTecting  labor 
and  the  people  of  Massachusetts. 

In  his  last  Report  to  his  constituents,  he 
stressed  the  benefits  that  will  accrue  from  the 
implementation  of  outstanding  legislation 
passed  by  the  89th  Congress  this  year ;  such  as 
immigration  reform,  the  Voting  Rights  Act, 
Medicare,  the  Regional  Medical  Complexes 
bill,  the  Older  Americans  Act,  and  establish- 
ment of  a  National  Teachers  Corps  which 
was  made  a  part  of  the  Higher  Education 
Act. 

He  points  out  also  that  the  Public  Works 
and  Economic  Development  Act  signed  into 
law  in  August  provides  for  the  establishment 
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of  economic  development  regions  similar  to 
Appalachia.  "Under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,"  he  writes,  "the  Federal  Government 
would  sponsor  a  regional  planning  commis- 
sion that  would  work  toward  bringing  the 
states  in  a  particular  region  together  and 
provide  Federal  aid  in  solving  the  problems 
common  to   the  region." 

This  will  afford  New  England,  he  said,  an 
exceptional  opportunity  "to  improve  its 
economy  in  many  ways  through  close 
cooperation  by  each  of  the  six  states." 

One  of  the  problems  he  states  is  the 
damage  done  to  Massachusetts  by  the  recent 
water  shortage.  On  the  problem  of  trans- 
portation, he  promises  to  contribute  all  he  can 
to  the  study  set  up  under  the  High  Speed 
Railway  Bill,  which  puts  Massachusetts  in 
the  forefront  as  the  site  of  an  experiment. 
The  bill  provides  for  a  federal  study  of  the 
feasibility  of  running  trains  at  speeds  from 
1 50  to  200  miles  an  hour  between  Boston 
and  Washington. 

On  a  final  note,  the  Senator  points  out  that 
Massachusetts  has  maintained  its  high  rating 
in  the  awarding  of  prime  defense  contracts, 
according  to  a  recent  report  from  the  Defense 
Department.  "Massachusetts  ranks  fifth 
among  the  50  states  in  the  total  amount  of 
defense  contract  awards,  the  same  rank  it 
held  last  year.  And  the  Bay  State  during 
fiscal  year  1965  was  awarded  5.1  per  cent 
of  the  total  national  defense  awards,  as  com- 
pared to  4.2  per  cent  during  the  previous 
fiscal  year." 

Massachusetts  is  fortunate  to  have  Edward 
M.  Kennedy  fighting  for  its  best  interests  in 
the  United  States  Senate.

How  can  organized  labor  best  use  its  efforts 
and  energies  in  helping  to  achieve  the  goal 
of  the   Great   Society? 

President  Johnson's  legislative  program 
"The  Great  Society"  encompasses  a  wide 
range  of  goals.  It  is  vital  for  the  continued 
growth  of  our  society  that  this  forward- 
thinking  and  long  overdue  program  is  passed 
by  Congress.  The  President  alone  could  never 
push  all  this  legislation  through.  There  must 
be  a  concerted  effort  by  all  who  favor  social 
progress  to  assure  the  attaining  of  these 
goals.  Organized  labor,  which  represents  the 
interests  of  millions  of  Americans,  must 
throw  all  its  efforts  into  this  cause.  It  is, 
after  all,  labor  who  has  been  advocating  these 
programs  long  before  anyone  else,  and  it  is 
labor  who  will  benefit  most  from  their  pas- 
sage. This  does  not  mean  that  "The  Great 
Society"  holds  promise  only  for  labor.  It  is 
the  nation  as  a  whole  who  also  will  reap 
rich  benefits  since  the  elimination  of  poverty, 
the  education  of  the  young,  the  health  of  the 
old,  the  living  conditions  in  our  cities,  the 
beauty  of  our  country,  and  the  civil  rights 
of  all  are  the  concern  not  of  one  group,  not 
of  a  few,   but  of  all   Americans. 

In  order  to  best  use  its  efforts  and  energies 
to  achieve  these  goals,  organized  labor  must 
first  educate  its  people  to  the  importance  and, 
indeed,  the  necessity  of  this  program.  There 
is  no  question  in  the  minds  of  this  nation's 
leaders  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  can, 
should,  and  must  eradicate  all  traces  of  social 
inequity  in  our  society.  It  is  important, 
therefore,  that  everyone  understands  what 
these  programs  are  aiming  at.  Labor  has  the 
duty  as  a  powerful  force  in  this  nation  to 
see  that  people  do  know  about  them.  It  is 
nothing  new  to  labor  to  advocate  civil  rights. 
The  National  Convention  of  the  AFL-CIO, 
for  example,  has  publicly  announced  its  sup- 
port of  civil  rights.  Labor  must  continue  to 
be  a  loud  voice  in  this  area. 

The  second  area  of  legislation,  that  dealing 
with  our  antiquated  programs  in  labor- 
management  relations,  increased  wages,  bet- 
ter living  conditions,  and  other  social 
problems,  is  one  already  long  familiar  to 
labor.  Organized  labor  has  for  years  been 
waging  a  lonely  struggle  and  must  not  give 
up  now.  Labor  has  fought  for  these  meas- 
ures on  the  floor  of  Congress,  in  the  courts, 
and  in  arbitration.  It  is  in  fact,  labor  who 
should    be   given    much    credit    for    any    new 


legislation  which  is  passed.  They  have  long- 
asked  the  repeal  of  Section  14b  of  the  Taft- 
Hartley  Act  which  has  hampered  the  rights 
of  unions.  It  is  they  who  first  were  concerned 
with  improving  living  conditions,  and  now 
there  is  the  "war  on  poverty."  It  is  they 
who  have  always  worried  about  automation, 
and  now  there  is  the  Manpower  Development 
and  Training  Act.  It  is  they  who  worried 
about  education,  housing,  urban  renewal,  mass 
transportation,  medical  help  for  the  aged,  and 
higher  wages.  Now  there  are  programs  for 
federal  aid  to  education,  better  low-income 
housing,  urban  renewal,  and  mass  transpor- 
tation. Now  there  is  a  bill  for  medicare,  and 
soon  there  will  be  a  two  dollar  minimum 
wage  and  a  thirty-five  hour  week. 

It  should  be  obvious  to  all  that  labor  has 
always  been  at  the  front  in  social  legislation. 
Labor  must  now  continue  to  exert  all  its 
influence  to  pass  these  laws.  Labor  has 
powerful  tools  with  which  to  achieve  them 
too.  The  history  of  labor-management  rela- 
tions has  been  one  where  labor  has  been 
vilified.  Now  public  opinion  has  changed,  and 
organized  labor  is  accepted.  Labor  now  has 
the  strong  force  of  public  opinion  behind  it 
and  should  strive  to  wield  this  force  in  the 
right  place,  Congress.  Labor  also  has  the 
opportunity  to  educate  the  people  by  letting 
them  know  what  is  going  on.  The  biggest 
enemy  to  the  "Great  Society"  is  the  apathy 
and  indifference  of  the  American  public. 
Through  the  continued  publication  of  material 
dealing  with  this  program  and  through  the 
constant  publicizing  of  its  views  labor  can 
do  much  to  get  people  interested  and  behind 
this    program. 

The  last  and  most  important  thing  or- 
ganized labor  can  do  for  the  "Great  Society" 
is  to  continue  its  position  as  the  leading  ad- 
vocate of  social  reform.  It  has  been  and 
always  will  be  the  job  of  unions  to  strive  to 
improve  the  lot  of  their  members  and  in  so 
doing  to  improve  America.  "The  Great 
Society"  can,  in  fact,  be  a  tribute  to  the  long 
efforts  of  labor  dating  back  to  early  America. 
Labor  has  waged  a  lonely,  hard  battle  and 
is  finally  really  achieving  great  goals.  The 
work  of  unions,  however,  must  not  cease. 
Unions  are  the  force  in  a  system  of  checks 
and  balances  which  keep  America  the  foremost 
nation  in  taking  care  of  its  people.  Organized 
labor  must  continue  to  seek  improvements 
through  public  education,  through  public 
opinion's  pressure  on  Congress,  in  the  Courts, 
and  in  its  dealings  with  management.  Laboi 
must  be  the  catalyst  of  the  "Great  Society."

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RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN    THE    LABOR    LAW    FIELD

The  past  year  has  again  seen  important 
developments  in  the  court  area  in  the  labor 
field  with  less  emphasis  in  the  legislative 
arena.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court 
handed  down  1 5  decisions  in  the  labor  field 
while  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts decided  several  cases  involving  labor 
law  and  two  in  the  employment  security 
field.  Once  again  the  decisions  of  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court  overshadowed  all  other  legal 
departments  in  labor  law. 

Decisions   by   Supreme  Judicial   Court 
of  Massachusetts 

Three  opinions  in  the  labor  law  field,  two 
decisions  in  employment  security  and  several 
decisions  in  the  workmen's  compensation  area 
were  handed  down  this  past  year  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial   Court    of   Massachusetts. 

In  "Bath  &  Co.  v.  Commonwealth,"  1964 
Mass.  Adv.  12  13,  cert,  denied,  59  LRRM 
2064  (1965),  a  company  and  its  officials 
were  held  to  be  in  contempt  of  court  for 
discharging  an  employee  for  refusing  to  work 
morning  hours  prior  to  jury  duty.  The  court 
left  open  the  question  of  requiring  work  of 
jurors  in  emergency  situations  and  where  it 
would  be  plainly  compatible  with  an  em- 
ployee's jury  obligations.  In  "John  Hancock 
Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Comm.  of  Insurance," 
1965  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  1007,  the  Court  on  the 
dubious  grounds  of  federal  preemption  in- 
validated the  1963  statute  which  purported  to 
prevent  certain  insurance  policies  from 
lapsing-  during  a  strike  of  the  insurance 
agents ;  the  Court  said  that  the  statute  gives 
the  union  a  potent  economic  weapon  in  an 
area  which  Congress  left  free  for  the  oper- 
ation of  economic  forces  and  that  the  com- 
pany's bargaining  position  would  be  crippled 
during  a  strike  if  it  were  deprived  of  its 
right  to  demand  premium  payments  while 
continuing  to  pay  benefits.  In  "Johnson  v. 
U.  S.  Steel  Corp.,"  1964  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  1325, 
the  Court  held  that  an  employee  does  not 
have  an  independent  private  civil  remedy 
apart  from  the  statutory  remedy  for  discharge 
from  employment  because  of  age  under  the 
Mass.  statute  or  for  weekly  payment  of 
wages. 

In  employment  security,  the  Court  in  "G.E. 
v.  Dir.  Div.  of  Employment  Security,"  1965 
Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  78  1  held  that  new  employees 
who  were  not  entitled  to  vacation  pay  when 
the  employer  shut  down  two  weeks  for 
vacation  purposes  were  entitled  to  unemploy- 
ment compensation  benefits.  In  "G.  E.  v.  Dir. 
Div.  of  Emp.  Sec,"  1965  Mass  Adv.  Sh.  965, 
unemployment  benefits,  however,  were  denied 
to  persons  whose  work  was  subcontracted 
out  during  a  strike  and  the  Court  indicated 
that  the  disqualification  would  last  for  the 
duration  of  the  subcontract ;  if  the  employer 
had    chosen    to    maintain    normal    production 
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by  hiring  replacements  rather  than  by  sub- 
contracting, the  strikers  would  have  been 
entitled  to  benefits  under  the  doctrine  of  the 
"Worcester  Telegram  Publ.  Co.  v.  Dir.  Div. 
of  Employment  Security,"  347  Mass.  505 
(1964). 

In  the  workmen's  compensation  field,  the 
Court  handed  down  several  interesting 
decisions.  In  "Garnhums  Case,"  1964  Mass. 
Adv.  Sh.  1223,  the  employee,  age  15,  was 
known  to  be  a  minor,  yet  falsely  represented 
himself  to  be  over  sixteen.  He  was  injured 
while  doing  work  required  by  statute  to  be 
done  by  employees  over  sixteen.  The  act  of 
the  employer  in  assigning  him  to  do  the 
prohibited  work  was  held  to  be  "serious  and 
willful  misconduct"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute  so  as  to  entitle  the  employee  to  double 
compensation.  The  Court  was  not  sym- 
pathetic to  the  employer's  claim  that  he  did 
not  actually  know  the  minor  was  under  six- 
teen as  the  employee's  correct  age  would 
have  appeared  on  the  work  certificate  which 
is  required  for  factory  workers  under  18 
(Mass.  Gen.  Laws  Ch.  149,  sec.  95)  and  which 
the  employer  had  not  bothered  to  obtain.  By 
not  obtaining  this  certificate,  the  employer 
is  deemed  to  assume  any  and  all  risks  atten- 
dant upon  the  illegal  employment  of  minors. 

In  "Brigham's  Case,"  1964  Mass.  Adv.  Sh. 
1289,  the  claim  was  rejected  that  an  insurance 
agent  was  an  independent  contractor  of  the 
insurance  company  so  as  to  be  barred  from 
compensation.  In  noting  that  the  key  to 
coverage  is  the  supervision  and  direction  as 
to  details  which  the  employer  may  exercise 
over  an  employee,  the  Court  relied  on  the  crit- 
ical findings  that  the  terms  of  the  employee's 
contract  required  the  employee  to  devote  all 
his  time  to  this  insurance  company's  business 
and  on  the  actual  control  exercised  by  the 
company  over  the  employee. 

Finally  in  "Casey's  Case,"  1965  Mass.  Adv. 
Sh.  333,  the  Court  ruled  that  an  employee 
who  was  injured  after  returning  from  an 
absence  due  to  a  prior  injury  has  the  burden 
of  establishing  through  medical  testimony 
that  the  most  recent  accident  was  the  com- 
plete cause  of  his  present  injury. 

(b)     U.  S.  Supreme  Court 

Several  of  the  decisions  of  the  U.  S. 
Supreme  Court  are  of  major  importance  to 
the  field  of  labor  law.  In  two  cases,  the 
Court  critically  re-evaluated  many  of  the 
basic  concepts  of  national  labor  policy  relative 
to  the  anti-trust  laws,  while  in  several  other 
cases,  the  Court  limited  the  powers  of  the 
N.L.R.B.  At  the  same  time,  it  gave  unions 
wide  latitude  to  run  their  own  internal  affairs 
even  under  the  Landrum-Griffin  Law.  It  also 
handed  down  decisions  involving  arbitration, 
preemption  and  the  Railway  Labor  Act. 
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ON   THE    LEGISLATIVE   FRONT 


In  the  Convention  Report  of  the  Legis- 
lative Department,  the  opening  words  were : 
"The  1965  Session  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court,  contrary  to  current  reports, 
is  unlikely  to  end  before  the  middle  of 
November." 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  key  to  earlier 
prorogation  would  be  an  enactment  and  signing 
of  a  tax  measure.  As  this  is  written  —  near 
the  middle  of  December  —  although  the  sales 
tax  has  been  defeated,  the  House  and  the 
Senate  are  still  trying  to  get  together  on  a 
tax  measure ;  and  it  is  still  a  question  whether 
or  not  the  Governor  will  sign  it. 

This  long  drawn-out  battle  over  a  tax 
program  has  necessarily  obscured  much  of 
what  else  has  been  happening  on  the  legis- 
lative front.  In  their  Report  to  the  Conven- 
tion, however,  Legislative  Director  James  A. 
Broyer  and  Consultant  Albert  G.  Clifton 
reveal  that  there  were  man}-  battles  to  block 
enactment  of  anti-labor  legislation.  Also, 
that  some  of  the  measures  filed  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Labor  Council  in  December 
of  1964  failed  to  achieve  passage.  However, 
some  progress  was  made  and,  we  reprint  below 
that  part  of  the  Legislative  Report  which 
explains  the  labor  bills  that  were  enacted 
during  the    1965    Session. 

LABOR     BILLS     ENACTED 

House  No.  1344.  This  provides  that  em- 
ployees of  housing  authorities  come  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Relations  Board.  Enacted  as  Chapter  564, 
Acts  of    1965. 

House  No.  1345.  This  bill  provided  that  a 
person  laid  off  and  drawing  unemployment 
compensation  would  not  be  denied  such  com- 
pensation if  due  to  an  illness  or  injury  they 
were  incapacitated  and  unable  to  report  to 
the  unemployment  office.  Several  states  have 
such  a  law,  except  that  benefits  cease  if 
suitable  work  becomes  available,  namely  if 
the  employer  recalls  the  person  to  work  or 
the  employment  office  extends  a  job  offer, 
during  the  period  of  incapacity.  This  type 
of  bill  is  known  as  the  Maryland  law. 

House  No.  1345  is  an  example  of  how  a 
proposal  is  weakened  by  amendments. 
Amended  and  reported  as  House  3619,  this 
bill  was  subsequently  amended  and  given  a 
new  number,  H.  3855,  which  reduced  its 
effectiveness  to  a  measure  of  negligible  value. 

Enacted  as  Chapter  636,  Acts  of  1965,  it 
provides  that  only  one  week  of  benefits  shall 
be  paid  in  a  benefit  year  due  to  an  incapacity 
and  even  that  weekly  benefit  would  be  denied 
if  recalled  to  work  or  suitable  work  was 
offered. 
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PRESIDENT  SALVATORE  CAMELIO  heads  labor  group 
testifiying  on  House  3300,  a  preliminary  bill  drafted  on  the 
Willis  Report,  at  the  hearing  in  Gardner  Auditorium  on 
February  17.

Nearly  2,000  persons 
had  traveled  by  chartered  buses  from  Fall  River  and  New 
Bedford  to  protest  against  lack  of  provision  in  Willis  Report 
for  continuation  of  project  to  establish  School  of  Liberal 
Arts    at    Southeastern    Massachusetts    Institute    of   Technology.

House  No.  1346,  amended  as  H.  3620. 
This  increases  the  maximum  Workmen's 
Compensation  benefits  to  $58  weekly.  Enacted 
as  Chapter  644,  Acts  of   1965. 

House  No.  1347,  amended  as  H.  3621.  This 
raises  the  maximum  unemployment  insurance 
benefit  to  $50  weekly. 

House  No.  1350,  amended  as  H.  3601.  This 
raises  the  hourly  wage  rate  for  employees 
who  regularly  receive  gratuities  to  90c  on 
September  5,  1966  and  to  93^  on  September 
5,  1967.  Enacted  as  Chapter  334.  Acts  of 
1965. 

House  No.  1352,  amended  as  H.  3668.  This 
makes  parking  lot  employees  eligible  for  time 
and  one-half  after  forty  hours.  Enacted  as 
Chapter  416,  Acts  of   (965. 

The  preceding  five  acts  were  all  based  on 
original  bills  filed  by  the  Massachusetts  State 
Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO. 

House  No.  2511.  This  provides  that  a 
pregnant  woman  laid-off,  due  to  a  clause  in 
a  collective  bargaining  agreement  governing 
such  a  condition,  shall  not  be  disqualified 
from  receiving  unemployment  benefits  solely 
because  of  her  lay-off  being  due  to  such 
agreement.  Enacted  as  Chapter  634,  Acts 
of  1965. 

Senate  No.  320.  This  provides  that  if 
Workmen's  Compensation  is  not  paid  within 
sixty  days  of  notice  to  an  insurer  by  an 
injured  'employee  and  subsequently,  as  a  result 
of  a  hearing,  the  claimant  is  awarded  com- 
pensation, interest  at  6%  shall  be  paid  the 
claimant  on  all  sums  due  as  compensation 
from  the  time  a  notice  of  claim  is  filed  with 
the  Industrial  Accident  Board  to  date  of  pay- 
ment of  the  compensation.  Note :  Three 
requirements  are  necessary  to  insure  that 
interest  will  be  paid — 

1.  A  notice  of  claim  must  be  sent  to  the 
insurer. 

2.  A  notice  of  claim  must  be  sent  to  the 
Industrial   Accident   Board. 

3.  A  hearing  must  have  been  held  and  a 
decision  in  favor  of  the  claimant  rendered. 

Enacted  as  Chapter  6 16,  Acts  of    1965. 

House  No.  3480.  This  provides  for  an 
Advisory  Council  for  the  planning,  con- 
struction, operation  or  utilization  of  Com- 
munity Mental  Health  Centers.  Also,  such 
a  Council  for  the  same  purposes  for  the  men- 
tally retarded.  Enacted  as  Chapter  526,  Acts 
of  1965. 

House  No.  4088.  This  was  a  bill  to  give 
land  for  a  private  mental  health  center  in 
Framingham,  Massachusetts.  In  this  activity, 
our  union  in  the  area,  the  United  Auto 
Workers,  helped  to  organize  the  committee 
to  set  up  the  mental  health  center.  The  cen- 
ter will  provide  care  for  our  union  members 
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in  their  own  area  as  well  as  the  general 
public.  We  feel  that  this  is  the  beginning  of 
a  program  which  could  be  expanded  to  other 
areas  in  the  state  to  help  our  people  in  this 
very  troublesome  area.  This  is  the  first  center 
of  its  kind  in  the  United  States. 

House  No.  283  2.  This  provides  that  hold- 
ers of  industrial  and  debit  insurance  policies 
shall  have  increased  options  on  dividend 
surplus  due  them,  as  those  given  to  holders 
of  other  types  of  life  insurance.  Enacted  as 
Chapter   567,  Acts  of    1965. 

Senate  No.  495,  Appendix  E,  establishes 
an  Advisory  Council  on  Radiation  Protection. 

This  measure  is  of  more  importance  than 
many  realize.  The  National  AFL-CIO  sent 
one  of  its  staff  members,  at  our  request,  who 
was  qualified  to  speak  on  the  hazards  of 
radioactive  exposure  to  appear  before  the 
Committe  on  Public  Health  when  this  bill  was 
given  a  hearing,  which  indicates  the  concern 
Labor  has  of  the  possibilities  for  severe  injury 
from  radioactive  sources.  It  has  long  been 
known  the  damage  that  can  result  to  the 
human  system  by  over-exposure  to  radioactive 
substances.  Recent  developments  have  indicat- 
ed that  hazard  may  be  greater  than  current 
knowledge  has  disclosed,  both  as  to  the 
degree  of  exposure  considered  safe  and  sour- 
ces of  possible  danger.  Enacted  as  Chapter 
484,  Acts  of  1965. 

House  No.  3934.  This  provides  that  em- 
ployees of  the  Massachusetts  Parking  Author- 
ity will  be  entitled  to  the  same  contributory 
group  general  or  blanket  insurance  that  state 
employees  have.  Enacted  as  Chapter  637, 
Acts  of  1965. 


In  the  Summary  of  the  Report,  Director 
Broyer  and  Consultant  Clifton  again  ask  the 
locals  to  set  up  legislative  committees.  These 
Committees  would  have  the  responsibility  to 
form  an  effective  liaison  between  the  Legis- 
lative Department  of  the  State  Labor  Council 
and  to  keep  the  members  of  the  local 
thoroughly  informed  on  the  legislative  battles 
on  Beacon  Hill  while  they  are  in  progress. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


The  1  964  Convention  had  been  hectic  with 
contests  for  all  top  executive  offices  but  one 
and  forty-four  candidates  vying  for  thirty- 
one  vice  presidencies.  When  the  votes  were 
counted,  Salvatore  Camelio  had  won  the 
Presidency  over  Richard  B.  O'Keefe  by  nearly 
25,000  votes,  James  P.  Loughlin  had  over- 
whelmed his  opposition  to  retain  the  office 
of  Secretary-Treasurer,  Daniel  Murray  had 
won  over  George  Carignan  to  fill  the  Ex- 
ecutive Vice  Presidency  left  vacant  by 
Richard  B.  O'Keefe,  and  seven  incumbent 
vice  presidents  had  lost  their  seats  to  chal- 
lengers. 

It  seemed  unavoidable  that  such  a  stormy 
convention  would  leave  a  trail  of  bitter  feel- 
ing and  that  only  time  and  patience  could 
be  expected  to  heal  the  wounds.  Yet,  to  the 
everlasting  credit  of  all  contestants  and  their 
supporters  —  and  because  of  the  basic  philos- 
ophy and  determination  of  their  new  Pres- 
ident — ■  the  year  between  that  stormy 
convention  and  the  Eighth  Convention  held 
in  October,  1965,  was  marked  with  greater 
unity  and  closer  team  work  than  any  year 
since  the   merger   of    1958. 

Three  weeks  after  that  Convention,  Pres- 
ident Camelio  had  told  a  Convention  of  the 
Building  and  Construction  Trades  Council : 
"1  want  to  build  a  strong  State  Labor  Council 
—  a  Council  that  can  be  effective  in  pushing 
for  legislation  that  is  beneficial  to  all  working 
men  and  women — a  Council  that  is  recognized 
and  respected  as  the  voice  of  organized  labor 
in  the   State ..." 

Immediately  following  the  1964  Conven- 
tion, the  State  Labor  Council  shifted  into 
high  gear  to  get  its  endorsed  candidates 
elected  in  the  most  crucial  election  since 
1932.  Admonished  by  their  Executive  Of- 
ficers that  "It  is  up  to  labor  more  than  to 
any  other  group  in  the  country  to  work  with 
unrelenting  determination  that  the  forces  of 
reaction  will  not  take  over  in  November," 
every  affiliate  responded  wholeheartedly  to 
every  appeal  from  the  Council.  So  that  in 
his  Report  to  the  Eighth  Convention,  former 
COPE  Director  Joseph  Cass  was  able  to  an- 
nounce proudly  that  we  had  succeeded  in 
electing  to  office  the  highest  percentage  of 
endorsed  candidates  in  our  history  and  to 
give  this  vivid  picture  of  how  it  was  done  : 

"After  pre-election  registration  was  com- 
pleted, we  started  on  our  final  all-out  election 
campaign.  There  were  more  pamphlets 
printed  and  circulated  in  this  campaign  than 
ever  before  in  our  long  history.  Between 
our  registration  material  and  the  pamphlets 
for  'endorsed  candidates,  we  distributed  over 
1,250,000  pieces  of  literature  in  the  '64 
election.  We  gave  out  100,000  bumper 
stickers  and  over   75,000  pins   to  the   voters 
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THROUGHOUT  THE  HISTORY  OF  AMERICA  as  a  free 
nation,  Massachusetts  has  seen  many  of  her  native  sons 
play  leading  roles  in  guiding  the  nation  to  the  height  of 
its  present  greatness.  For  many  years  organized  labor 
has  played  a  major  role  in  placing  into  position  of  lead- 
ership outstanding  political  figures  such  as  the  late  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy  and  his  younger  brother.  Senator 
Edward  "Ted1"  Kennedy.  Shown  here  surrounded  by  an 
enthusiastic  labor  group  after  the  November  Democratic 
landslide,  including  Mass.

of  Massachusetts.  We  had  the  Directors  of 
all  the  Departments  of  the  State  Labor  Coun- 
cil working  to  see  that  this  important  job 
was  done  in  the  most  expert  and  professional 
manner.  The  Johnson-Humphrey  organ- 
ization in  the  state  came  to  us  for  literature, 
bumper  stickers,  posters  and  pins.  We 
distributed  over  2,000  kits  at  our  Convention 
with  LBJ-HHH  literature  and  material  ii1 
them.  Full  time  staff  were  assigned  and 
paid  by  many  of  the  International  unions  to 
work  with  the  COPE  Department.  During 
the  final  day  of  our  Convention  your  Director 
met  with  all  of  the  heads  of  the  Johnson- 
Humphrey,  Kennedy,  Bellotti  campaigns  and 
with  representatives  from  Washington  to 
discuss  the  campaign  up  to  that  date  and  plan 
for  the  last  month  before  the   election. 

"The  campaign  was  culminated  by  our 
Get-Out-The-Vote  Drive  on  Election  Day.  We 
strongly  urged  every  organization  to  work 
at  getting  out  the  vote.  While  poll  work  is 
important,  we  felt  that  if  our  efforts  were 
thrown  into  reminding  the  people  of  the  im- 
portance of  voting  and  taking  them  to  the 
polls,  we  would  be  making  our  greatest  con- 
tribution. 

"The  results,  of  course,  are  now  history — 
84.3%  of  our  endorsed  candidates  were 
elected.  Johnson,  Humphrey  and  Kennedy 
were  elected  by  the  largest  majorities  in  the 
history  of  our  state.  There  was  one  disap- 
pointment however.  Our  endorsed  candidate 
for  Governor  lost  in  an  extremely  close  fight. 
If  all  of  the  political  organizations  had  done 
the  job  we  did  in  getting  out  the  vote,  he 
too  would  have  been  elected.  In  spite  of  this, 
1964  was  a  great  political  year  for  our  or- 
ganizations." 


A  few  days  before  the  1964  Convention, 
Local  5  and  Local  90  of  the  Industrial  Union 
of  Marine  and  Shipbuilding  Workers  had  won 
the  right  to  represent  the  employers  of  General 
Dynamics  at  the  Fore  River  Shipyard  in 
Quincy  by  a  vote  of  2,415  to  138.  Negoti- 
ations for  a  new  contract  started  on  October 
19,  1964,  with  no  deadline  set  for  a  settle- 
ment as  the  union  wished  to  cooperate  fully 
with  the  company  to  establish  a  harmonious 
climate  for   future  operations. 


The  Massachusetts  State  Labor  Council  filed 
an  18-measure  legislative  program  for  1965. 
With  the  filing  of  this  program,  President 
Camelio  made  this  rather  prophetic  statement : 

"While  the  realization  of  more  than  two-

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AT  THE  FIRST  MEETING  of  the  Slate  Labor  Council's 
Commitlee  on  Taxation,  held  in  the  Parker  House  in  Boston 
on  February  5,  shortly  after  Governor  Volpe's  announcement 
of  his  intention  to  propose  a  sales  tax,  President  Salvatore 
Camelio  and  Secretary-Treasurer  James  P.  Loughlin  par- 
ticipated? in  the  discussion,  led  by  Committee  Chairman  Joseph 
A.  Sullivan,  which  led  to  a  unanimous  reiteration  of  the 
Council's  opposition  to  the  sales  tax  in  any  form.  In  a  state- 
ment issued  after  the  meeting,  President  Camelio  stressed 
that  while  organized  labor  in  Massachusetts  is  not  opposed 
to  the  raising  of  additional  revenue  when  the  need  for  it  has 
been  definitely  established,  "we  contend,  however,  that  there 
are  many  more  ways  of  raising  additional  revenue  than 
through    the    imposition    of   a    sales  tax." 
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branches  of  the  State  Legislature  might  give 
us  cause  for  looking  forward  to  a  banner 
year  of  legislative  progress,  let  us  remember 
that  complacency  is  not  a  good  ingredient 
for  victory  in  any  important  battle.  Let's 
not  forget  that  some  of  our  major  legislative 
objectives  in  recent  years  were  snatched  from 
our  grasp  by  the  desertion  of  some  of  our 
avowed  friends  when  the  chips  were  down." 

Legislative  events  of  the  year  certainly 
proved  this  warning  basically  sound  —  par- 
ticularly the  seemingly  endless  tug-of-war 
that  ensued  over  the  Governor's  repeated 
attempts  to  get  a  sales  tax  enacted. 


Early  in  January,  President  Salvatore 
Camelio,  Secretary-Treasurer  James  P.  Lough- 
lin,  former  COPE  Director  Joseph  Cass  and 
Education  Director  Francis  E.  Lavigne  at- 
tended a  four-da}'  conference  in  Washington 
for  AFL-CIO  state  and  city  central  labor 
bodies.  Legislative  Director  James  A.  Broyer 
was  at  the  time  recuperating  at  home  from 
a  recent  surgical  operation.  The  conference 
had  been  called  for  the  purpose  of  furthering 
labor's  legislative  program  at  the  federal 
level  —  much  of  which  was  eventually  enact- 
ed into  law  by  the  89th  Congress.

The  Willis  Report  became  one  of  the  major 
highlights  of  the  year.  The  Massachusetts 
State  Labor  Council  became  deeply  involved 
through  its  Committee  on  Education  and  had 
some  influence  in  affecting  revisions  when  it 
was  taken  up  by  the  Legislature.  As  pointed 
out  in  the  February-May  Newsletter,  when 
the  preliminary  report  had  olodded  its  way 
nearer  to  final  enactment,  "The  fact  is  that 
labor  members  and  their  families  have  more 
at  stake  in  any  plan  to  improve  educational 
facilities  at  any  level  than  any  other  group 
in  our  society.  First,  it  is  the  children  of 
working  families  who  will  either  be  the  most 
deprived  or  benefit  the  most  in  any  plan  to 
reorganize  our  school  system  and,  second,  it 
is  the  working  families  who  will  have  to  foot 
the  bill  for  any  costly  program."

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tunity  to  carry  the  campaign  in  opposition 
to  Governor  Volpe's  sales  tax  directly  tu 
union  members  in  the  areas  of  Lawrence  and 
Haverhill,  Worcester  and  Northampton,  Fall 
River  and  New  Bedford,  Brockton,  Framin- 
gham,  Lynn  and  other  major  areas.  The 
pamphlet  designed  by  the  Council's  Commit- 
tee on  Taxation,  giving  all  valid  reasons  for 
organized  labor's  opposition  to  the  sales  tax, 
was  widely  distributed  at   these   conferences. 


On  Ma)'  20,  speaking  for  the  Executive 
Board  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council,  President  Camelio  issued  a  strong 
warning  that  organized  labor  would  not 
tolerate  any  abuse  of  public  employees  from 
the  one-dollar-a-year  probe  team  drafted  by 
Governor  Volpe  to  make  a  survey  of  public 
'employee  performance. 

"The  State  Administration,"  said  Camelio, 
"cannot  expect  us  to  believe  that  it  is  devoted 
to  the  best  interests  of  government  employees 
when  it  calls  on  men  who  specialize  primarily 
in  production  and  profits  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  functional  aspects  of  jobs  which  fun- 
damentally require  selfless  dedication  and 
human  understanding  for  efficient  perfor- 
mance." He  had  pointed  out  that  in  an 
industrial  society  such  as  ours,  the  appoint- 
ment of  "so-called  specialists"  from  industry 
for  such  a  survey  without  inviting  any  rep- 
resentative front-  labor  to  participate  "must 
of  itself  alert  our  membership  to  the  pos- 
sibility  of  abuse." 

"To  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts  and  to 
the  authorities  who  have  inaugurated  this 
program,"  the  Council  President  said,  "let 
me  reaffirm  labor's  position.  We  want  orderly 
and  efficient  government.  We  urge  that  cor- 
ruption be  ferreted  out  and  eliminated  and 
that  excesses  be  corrected.  But  we  do  not 
concur  in  blanket  indictments  and  we  will 
resist  any  attempt  to  impose  sweatshop  con- 
ditions on  any  group  of  workers,  whether 
they  be  industrial  workers,  service  employees 
or  public  employees." 


The  keynote  of  a  two-day  meeting  held 
in  Boston  in  Mid-March  by  the  New  England 
State  Labor  Councils  was  that  unless  the 
cost  of  electric  power  in  the  New  England 
area  is  lowered,  all  other  attempts  to  revital- 
ize the  industrial  growth  of  the  region  is 
doomed  to  failure.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
in  the  latest  year  for  which  the  figures  were 
available,  electric  bills  of  New  England  home- 
owners  were  as   much   as    34%   in   excess   of

Over'  2,000  delegates  from 
49  states  were  expected  to  attend  the  convention  to  map 
out  a  program  of  action  to  promote  legislation  affecting 
the  social  and  economic  status  of  senior  citizens.  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Loughlin  had  addressed  the  group  just  before 
picture  was  taken  and  had  assured  them  that  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Labor  Council  would  continue  to  fight  in  their 
behalf,  pointing  out  that  the  current  fight  to  prevent  the 
imposition  of  a  sales  tax  was  largely  for  their  benefit  — 
which    stirred    spontaneous    applause. 
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the  national  average  and  that  commercial 
users  paid  as  much  as  45%  above  the  national 
average  for  the  electricity  they  used. 

"That  vear,"  an  issued  statement  revealed, 
"New  England  manufacturing  industries  paid 
$180  million  for  the  12  billion  kwh  they 
consumed,  about  66%  over  the  average  cost 
for  this  same  amount  in  the  rest  of  the 
United  States.  If  that  amount  of  power  had 
been  bought  at  average  U.  S.  unit  cost,  New 
England  industries  would  have  saved  $71.4 
million." 


The  Seventh  Annual  Labor  Institute  spon- 
sored by  the  Department  of  Education  and 
Research  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Labor 
Council  was  held  at  the  University  of  Mas- 
sachusetts for  three  days  starting  June  25. 
The  procedings  of  the  Institute  are  summed 
up  in  the  following  excerpt  from  Director 
Lavigne's  Report   to  the   Convention  : 

"The  University  of  Massachusetts  provided 
the  setting"  for  the  Seventh  Annual  Labor 
Institute  which  was  attended  by  125  rep- 
resentatives of  local  unions.  The  Institute 
dealt  with  the  current  issues  involving  the 
labor  movement  on  state  and  national  levels. 
Among  the  subject  matters  discussed  was 
Equal  Employment  Opportunities  under  the 
new  Civil  Rights  Act  which  became  effective 
July  2,  1965.  Attorney  James  M.  Turner  of 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Justice,  Civil  Rights 
Division,  who  assisted  in  the  drafting  of  the 
law,  gave  a  forthright  interpretation  of  the 
law  and  its  effect  on  labor  organizations.

"Attorney  Nathan  S.  Paven,  Vice  President 
of  the  Massachusetts'  Consumers  Association, 
the  current  legislation  affecting  credit  pur- 
chasing. The  racial  imbalance  in  our  schools — 
causes  and  remedies  —  were  explained  by 
Thomas  J.  Curtin,  Deputy  Commissioner  of 
the  State  Department  of  Education.

Teaching  Labor  Relations  in  our 
High  Schools  was  discussed  by  Robert  E. 
Doherty,  Associate  Professor  at  the  School 
of  Industrial  Relations,  Cornell  University. 
Current  labor  films  were  shown  at  the  open- 
ing of  each  session.
